CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 


In the Senate, on the 22d, the bill provid- 
ing for a census of farm mortgages was fur- 
ther discussed and referred. A number of 
bills on the culendar were passed. Febru- 
ary 3 was agreed upon as the day for taking 
up the Blair Educational bill, after which 
consideration of the calendar was resumed. 
ee In the House the Oklahoma Town Site 
Entry bill was passed, and the bill for the 
erection of three United States peniten- 
tiaries, one to the north and another to the 
south of the thirty-ninth degree of north 
latitude and east of the Rocky mountains, 
ard one tothe west of the Rocky mountaing 
was considered in committee of the whole. 

In the Senate, on the 23d, after the routine 
business of the morning had been disposed 
of, Mr. Ingalls called up the bill to Assist 
the Emigration of People of Color from the 
Southern States, and asked that it be read 
at length by the clerk, after which he deliv- 
ered a long speech in opposition to the 
measure, which was listened to with intense 
interest by crowded floor and galleries...... 
In the House, after the passage of some reso- 
lutions, several bills were reported from 
committees, ordered printed and recommit- 
ted, after which the House went into com- 
mittee of the whole on the Customs Admin- 
istrative bilL 

TRE Senate was not in session on the 24th. 
cana In the House the only important mat- 
ter considered was the Customs Administra- 
tive bill, the pending amendment being that 
requiring goods about the payment of the 
duty on which there is any controversy to re- 
main in the custody of the Government 
pending settlement, which was finally de- 
teated.

..--In the House, immediately after the read- 
ing of the Journal, the Customs Administra- 
tive bill was taken up in committee of the 
whole. Amendments offered by Messrs. 
Bland and Breckinridge were lost. Mr. Mec- 
Kinley offered an additional section relat- 
ing to the withdrawal of bonded goods, 
which was adopted. After several other 
amendments had been offered and rejected, 
the committee arose and reported the bill 
to the House,when it was passed, February 
15 was assigned for eulogies to the memory 
of the late Representative R. W. Townshend.

IN the Senate,onthe 27th, the resolution 
concerning the maltreament of Henry J. 
yuunce, at Aberdeen, Miss., the roofer who 
cut down the effigy of Secretary Proctor,and 
was beaten and driven out of town for so 
doing, wastaken up, and Mr. Walthall de- 
livered aspeech in opposition to its adop- 
tion; being followed by Senators Chandler, 
Ingalls and Hoar, in favor of the resolution 





..-In the House bills were introduced ap- 
propriating $2,000,000 for a post-office at Chi- 
cago; repealing the cotton tax; to pension 
widows and orphans of persons killed for 
political reasons since the close of the war; 
and a resolution congratulating the people 
of Brazil on the assumption of self-govern- 
ment. <A bill amending the Tariff act oi 
1883 was passed. The bill appropriating $1,- 
500,000 for the erection of three U nited States 
prisons was passed. 

PERSONAL AND POLITICAL.

Tuer London Times condemns the En- 
glish merchants at Lisbon who appealed 
to Mr. Gladstone to use his influence for 
arbitration and peace, and says they are 
cowards who prefer their pocket-books 
to patriotism. 

Miss BISLAND, the Cosmopolitan Mag- 
azine’s round-the-world traveler, who 
started on the same day with Nellie Bly, 
is a passenger on the steamship Bothnia, 
which sailed from Queenstown for New 
York on the 19th. 

Emperor WiiiAmM of Germany de- 
votes several hours each day to the 
practice of fencing. 

On the afternoon of the 25th Mrs. 
Harrison gave her first public reception 
from three to five o’clock. It was nu- 
merously attended. 

HERR KNoTHE, a Germancloth-maker 
at Tomazow, Russian Poland, has failed, 
his embarrassments being caused by the 
withdrawal of Russian trade and the 
enormous export duty imposed upon his 
products. His liabilities will aggregate 
500,000 roubles. 

CENSUS SUPERINTENDENT PORTER has 
appointed Miss Phoebe Couzins, the well- 
known woman lawyer of St. Louis, chief 
special agent in charge of the statistics 
of recorded indebtedness in that city. 

On the 27th the State Department was 
informed that United States Minister 
Palmer was sick with the dengue fever, 
which is prevalent in Spain. The dis- 
ease is of a very malignant character, 
and the death rate at Madrid, Barcelona 
and Seville is stated to exceed that 
caused by cholera when that disease is 
epidemic. 

Ata meeting of the House committee 
on civil-service on the 27th the charges 
made against the commission by Rep- 
resentative Ewart, of North Carolina, 
were taken up, and the committee de- 
cided by a unanimous vote to grant Mr. 
Ewart’s request for a thorough investi- 
gation. 

SURPRISE and dissatisfaction was ex- 
pressed at the British Legation in Wash- 
ington over the premature publicatien 
of the Anglo-American extradition 
treaty. 

Tue funeral of Adam Forepaugh, the 
showman, occurred on the 27th from his 
late residence in Philadelphia. Thein- 
terment was at the Laurel Hill Ceme- 
tery. 

CRIMES AND CASUALTIES. 


G. M. SMmiruH is in jail at Spencerbrook, 
Minn., for forging the name of I. D. 
Gould, deceased, to a pension check for 
$1,000. 

Up to the 26th there had been twenty- 
three wrecks within three weeks on the 
Savannah & Western railroad. 

On the 25th the Rio Grande express 
was blown from the track at Monument, 

ol., and several passengers were in- 
jured. Twocoaches and a sleeper took 
fire, but by great efforts the train men 
succeeded in extinguishing the flames 
before any one was burned. 








Ir was graphically stated on the 27th 
that hundreds of people were sitting in 
farm houses on the snow-covered plains 
of South Dakota going mad from want 
and starvation. 

At Olean, N. Y., an explosion of nat- 
ural gas, on the night of the 26th, inone 
of Root & Keating's tannery houses, 
shook the entire city. The house was 
badly wrecked and several Italians were 
injured. 

On the 27th a load of cinders was 
thrown into the Conemaugh river at a 
point where the Cambria Iron Company 
is building a dump, and an explosion 
followed that shook the entire city of 
Johnstown and startled the. people. 
Hot cinders were thrown a great dis- 
tance and several small fires resulted. 
Buildings were shaken, windows broken 
and several narrow escapes from death 
occurred. 

On the morning of the 27th George 
Miller, a lodger at the Barrett House, 
New York, was found dead in his room 
from asphyxiation. Two gas burners 
were found turned on full force and not 
lighted. 

ON the 27th the schooner G. C. Kelly, 
from Boston, went ashore at Tusket, N. 
S. Three of her crew were drowned. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

THERE was a report in New York 
City, on the 24th, that a firm in Buenos 
Ayres had failed for $6,000,000 

At Johnstown, N. Y., petroleum has 
been struck at a depth of 915 feet. 

Tuer British Admiralty has ordered a 
re-survey of the channel in the Medi- 
terranean where Her Majesty's ship Sul- 
tan became stranded. 

Iris said that the Austro-Hungarian 
Railway Company is about to issue three 
per cent. debentures to the amount of 
$100, 000,000. 

THE Netherlands Government is med- 
itating a considerable increase of its 
army, and two new French regiments 
have been stationed at St. Etienne. 

A Swiss Catholic congress will shortly 
be convened at Freibury, the first con- 
ference of the kind ever held in Switzer. 
land. 


INVESTIGATION discloses that seventy: 
seven per cent. of the inmates of the 
foundling hospitals in Russia die in in- 
fancy and another eleven per cent. be- 
fore they arrive at the age of twenty- 
one. The institutions, it is said, are to 
be reformed. 

A NUMBER of Russians traveling 
through Roumania ostensibly as ped- 
dlers, have been arrested for inciting 
the Roumania peasantry against the 
government. The number of Russian 
spies infesting the Balkan states has 
increased of late, and their presence is 
causing a great deal of uneasiness tc 
the various Balkan governments.

It 
was well stocked with a large amount of 
plunder, the proceeds of numerous recent 
robberies. Gordon Sanford and Lewis Mad- 
dox, respected white men, were captured 
by concealed watchers on entering. 

TYPHOID FEVER is raging at Morganfield, 
Ky., with awful results. It originated near 
Waverly, Ky. Fifteen persons have died 
and fifty are now sick, fully one-half of 
whom will die. Adults invariably are at- 
tacked. 

Axsour 500 North Carolina emigrants ar- 
rived at Vicksburg, Miss., on the 26th. 
Seventy-seven left by rail for Port Gibson 
and Natchez. The remainder took passage 
on the steamer Pargoud for pointsin Texas 
and Concordia parish. 

THE President on the 25th commuted to 
imprisonment the sentence of Charles H. 
Bullard, of Arkansas, who was to be 
hanged. He also denied pardons to H. A. 
Hartfield, of North Carolina, sentenced to 
one year for counterfeiting, and George 
Tobler,of Arkansas,sentenced to be hanged.

A MONON ROUTE WRECK. 


Six Persons Killed and 2 Number Injured 
by ® Wreck on the Monon Route Caused 
by Spreading Ralls—Some of the Vic- 
tims Incinerated in the Burning Cars— 
The Killed and Injured. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Jan. 27.-—A train 
on the Monon route was ditched eleven 
miles north of this city this morning. 
Six passengers lost their lives and 
many were injured. The train wrecked 
was the morning express’ from 
Chicago due here at 8:30. The ten- 
der of the engine jumped the track as 
the train crossed a long trestle over 
Wilkinson creek. The engine and 4ag- 
gage car passed over safely. The day 
coach and sleeper went into the ditch 
and were burned. 

Further particulars of the disaster 
are received. The arm of one victim 
projected through the side of the car 
and could be touched by those on the 
outside, but the opening was not large 
enough to draw the body through. A 
lady who got on the train at Frankfort, 





and whose body is as yet uni- 
dentified, was enveloped in flames, 
but there was no possible 


way to get her out. Across from this 
lady was Mrs. Eubanks, of Broad Ripple, 
Ind. Her head was horribly crushed. 
The brakeman and a passenger seized 
her by the arms, and by a desperate 
effort pulled the body through the win- 
dow. Life was not yet extinct, but she 
lived only a few minutes. 

Another of the rescued, but who has 
since died, was Mr. Deming, of Sheri- 
dan. He was pinioned to the floor by 
timbers and horribly crushed. Some 
heroic men seized axes, and after a few 
minutes’ work cut away the timbers that 
held the body, which was removed. 
There was no medical aid present, and 
the man died in a few minutes. 

Buckets having been procured from the 
farm-houses near by, the flames were 
soon put out. As soon as it was possi- 
ble to do so, a search was made for the 
dead. The body of a woman, identified 
as Mrs. Fitzpatrick, of this city, was 
soon found. It was burned to a crisp. 
The Oldham children were found side 
by side, the heavy stove lying across 
their bodies.

GOING MAD FROM WANT. 


The Terrible Straits to Which Hundreds 
of People are Being Driven in South Da- 
kota—No Feed for Stock and Thousands 
Must Die. 

CuicaGo, Jan. 27.—A special from 
Huron, 8S. D., to the Tribune says: 
“There are hundreds of people sitting 
in the farm houses on these snow-cov- 
ered plains, going mad from want.” 
The Tribune’s correspondent visited 
many farmers near Huron and reports 
that there is a pressing need for relief, 
as starvation is staring hundreds of 
poor in the face. One farmer, who ex- 
pressed the belief that he was much 
better off than many others, said: ‘‘We 
have something to eat—hominy anda 
little pork. It wont last long, and we 
have to be careful of the coal. But th: 








worst is the stock. We have not gota 


thing to feed the horses and cattle. 
Can’t sell them; can’t feed them. Stock 
is going to die by the thousands unless 
we get something for them to eat. We 
won’t have horses to plow with in the 
spring, and no seed tosow, I tell youit 
goes against the grain to see dumb 
creatures suffer.” 

Another one said: ‘Do you know the 
only help we have had is from the rail- 
road—th? Northwestern? They have 
prought coal to us for $2 a ton, free of 
freight, and have done it all winter. 
Even at that price we have to econo- 
mize coal. I tell you, if it had not been 
for the railway company thousands of 
people would have frozen to death last 
week when the thermometer went down 
to 40 degrees below zero.” 

J. S. Oliyer, superintendent of the 
Dakota Central division of the Chicago 
& Northern railway at Huron, said: 
“Thatis ail true that you have heard. 
People are undoubtedly suffering for 
necessaries, but this road will see that 
noone freezes. It is to the interest of 
the company that thé people stay 
here. They are brave and _ their 
present condition is no fault of

—In Algeria every girl born of native 
parents is tattooed on her fore- 
héad between the eyebrows and 
just at the root of the nose with a 
cross formed of several straight lines 
of small stars running close to- 
gether. Thess tattoo marks are a dark 
blue color. Algerian women are also 
considerably tattooed on the backs of 
their hands, their forearms and chests, 
as well as on their shoulders, their 
wrists being especially adorned with 
drawings representing bracelets and 
flowers strung together. As a rules, 
women are the operators, and it is prin- 
cipally on children between the ages of 
seven and eight that they have to ex- 
ercise their art. They use sometimes a 
needle, but more frequently a Barbary 
fig-tree thorn. They employ kohl as a 
coloring substance. It is a kind of fine 
powder made from sulphur of antimony, 
which is also in great request by t 
Algorian women for the purpose of face 
painting. 





Origin of the Word ‘“ Chestnut.”

MILLIONS INVOLVED. 





The Supreme Court of the State Ren- 
ders a Decision Adverse to Loan 
and Mortgage Cos. 





Montgomery Advertiser. 


The supreme court of Alabama yester- 
day morning decided one of the most im- 
portant questions as tothe amount of 
money involved, which has been before 
the court for many years. 

In the case of Farror, appellant, vs. the 
New England Mortgage and Security 
company, from Lowndes chancery court 
it was held that the provisions of the con- 
stitution requiring foreign corporations 
to have an agent, an office and known 
place of business in this state before doing 
business here, were self-executing, and 
that mortgage taken to secure a loan of 
money made in this state by a foreign 
corporation, which had not complied 
with the requirements of the constitution 
at the time of the loan, could not be 
enforced. 

In the case before the court the bill 
filed to foreclose the mortgage before 
1887 did allege that since the statute of 
1887, enacted to enforce more fully the 
provision of the constitution referred to, 
it had complied withthe terms of the 
statute and constitution by having an 
agent’s office, etc., but the court held 
that this would not cover the defect as to 
loans made before the statute, and virtu- 
ally decided that such loans and mortga- 
ges were void and could not be enforced 
by foreclosure by the courts. 

As to the millions loaned in Alabama 
by the loans companies organized in oth- 
er state, or foreign countries, before com- 
pliance with the provisions of the consti- 
tion, the decision is that they cannot be 
recovered. The opinion was delivered 
by Mr. Justice Somerville.

Fonseca, of Brazil, 





When Interviewed on the New 
@™ Republic’s Prospects. 





One Thing That Warned Him in Partice- 
lar Was That Our Government Had 
Failed to Recognize the New Republic. 
But That is All Right Now, as It Has 
Since Been Done—Citizenship. 

New YorK, Jan. 81. —The World

Had I 
not known the nature of his disease, or 
rather what it is reputed to be, I should 
have felt convinced that he was just re- 
covering from a severe attack of jaun- 
dice. His malady is said by some to be 
liver disease, while others assert that he 
is affected with angina pectoris. 

As he sat at my side I noticed his 
shoulders were bent as though with age 
and suffering, while at every inward 
respiration there was a sharp, raspin 
sound fimilar to persons afiticted wi 
asthma. His general appearance did 
not by any means correspond with his 
a: which represent him asa 

ery, vigorous, and generally active 
person. He is in a much _ worse 
physical condition than the people of the 
republic are allowed to believe and it is 
not at all unlikely that Brazil may soon 
be in mourning for the chief of the gov- 
erument. President Fonseca speaks no 
other language than Portuguese, and 
our conversation was carried on through 
the medium of the officer in waiting, 
who spoke French. 

“‘A particular matter of surprise and 
disappointment to me,” said the presi- 
dent, ‘‘is the refusal of the United States 
eas to recognize the republic of 

razil. We certai y expected that our 
first recognition would come from there 
but it would appear that such a desired 
event is not at all assured, and by a per- 
son not fully acquainted with the fhots 
the impression might be obtained that 
the United States did not approve of our 
action in relieving o ves of the 
burden of a monarchical form of gov- 
ernment and assuming the more accepte- 
ble republican system. .¢ ~* 

“To one who did not know the glori- 
ous and patriotic impulses of the noble 
people of your er country it would 
appear that the United States regrets the 
establishment of a republic in Brazil and

“Of course, we believe that such feel- 
ings are not entertained for one moment 
by the people of the United States, but 
still the refusal of oom government to 
recognize this republic leads to such an 
inference.”

HOW WOMEN VOTE. 


Facts Brought Out at the Recent Mua- 
nicipal Elections in Kansas. 


The woman suffrage experiment in 
Kansas came to its crucial test in the re- 
cent municipal elections in that State, 
writes Laura W. Johns, in Boston Globe. 
The women voters prepared for this 
election with more intelligent care, and 
they went to the polls in larger numbers 
than ever before. Their vote made a 
gain in numbers of at least thirty per 
cent. The enthusiasm was of a rational 
sort—not manufactured by a few hot- 
headed zealots, but the healthy out- 
growth of an earnest interest in affairs 
and faith in the ballot. The women 
were more successful than on previous 
occasions in electing the candidates of 
their choice; they went more generally 
into the primaries, and their effect on 
the election was distinctly stronger. 
They fully sustained their reputation 
for voting more uncompromisingly than 
men on the right side of moral ques- 
tions, and they made evident their 
determination to compel the elec- 
tion of a better class of men to 
municipal office. Given men of equally 
good character for opposing can- 
didates, and the women of each party 
will earnestly support the candidate of 
their own party; but let the nominee of 
their own party be aman of known im- 
moral life, and the nominee of the op- 
posing party a man of clean record, and 
the women flock to the support of the 
latter, regardless of party fealty, and 
nominations are made with respect to 
that fact by all parties. Whether the 
women vote at every opportunity or not, 
the fact that they may vote has a salu- 
tary effect on elections. The woman 





“well known to be liable to come out and 
‘upset the best-laid plans of men, when 
said plans do not: accord with the pre- 
conceived notions of the women voters 
of the degree of morality of which a 
‘man should be possessed who is to be 
put into a place in which he may lay his 
hand upon the government of a city in 
which boys and girls are to get their 
bringing up. 

All this is not to say that Women vot- 
ers make no mistakes, nor yet that 
évery woman votes from the purest mo- 
tives; but it is tosay that the majority 
of the women of the cities of Kansas 
have voted on the right side of moral 
questions. They have made mistakes 
in men and measures, and repented in 
time to make partial amends at the next 
election, but they haye not been in the 
wrong as often as they have been in the 
right. Some women voted from ignoble 
motives, but more women voted with 
high purposes. A bad man, whose 
name was Wrong, was nominated for 
mayor by the Republican party; a Re- 
publican woman was opposing his elec- 
tion on moral grounds. A henchman 
of Mr. Wrong visited her, and said: 
“Your « support comes from your 
daughter, who is a teacher. If 
you. don’t support Mr. Wrong, 
I will use my influence, which you 
know to be powerful, to prevent your 
daughter fom securing her school for 
another year.” The small, quiet woman 
rose, and said with gentle dignity, and 
an air which forbade further discussion: 
‘Your candidate is wrong by nature as 
well as by name. I will not vote for 
him. Good morning, sir.” Every body 
likes to know how things come out, and 
it is pleasant to add that the twice 
wrong man was not elected, and the 
daughter had a better position offered 
her. On-the other hand,a lady who 
thought it a scandalous thing for a” 
woman even to register, voted for a man 
of questionable character because she 
expected thereby to secure his assist- 
ance in getting a post-office position. 
The compensation was just—she didn’t 
get the place. 

When women began to vote, their 
leadings in this direction betrayed them 
into error. With their eyes fixed upon 
the moral fitness of men for city office, 
they, in many instances, forget to con- 
sider other qualifications. The experi- 
ences of that first election taught wom- 
en that, to be an efficient officer, a man 
needs not only to be good, but good for 
something; that along with the best in- 
tentions in the world there must go ex- 
ecutive ability to prosecute those inten- 
tions, and that business, as well as mor- 
al, sense goes into the make-up of an 
effectual city official. 

One of the most hopeful features of 
this experiment 1n woman suffrage is 
the evident capacity of the women vot- 
ers to learn. Their mistakes are proph- 
ecies of more thoughtful effort and bet- 
ter laid plans further on. The disposi- 
tion to pit the woman vote against the 
male vote has akmost entirely disap- 
peared, and certain male voters have 
rapidly unlearned their inclination to 
regard women voters as enemies and 
usurpers, and have come to look upon 
them, not as taking men’s places, or 
“trying to be men,” but as performing 
their legitimate part in the world’s 
work. 

Women vote with considerable inde- 
pendence. Few people, few suffragists 
expected such independence to develop 
thus early in the women voters, but the 
truth is that women do more, and 
men do less, of their own thinking than 
is generally supposed. It is safe to say 
that Kansas women vote no more like 
their male relatives than Kansas men 
vote like their male relatives. Wives 
yote no oftener like their husbands than 
sons vote like their fathers. 

It is generally conceded that their ex- 
perience in voting has left women with 
stronger partisan tendencies than they 
began with. They are learning the re- 
lation of party to success in elections 
and the enforcement of law, but no 
party has any surety of the blind adhe- 
sionof women. The women voters are 
the despair of the professional politi- 


gone as far as city politics are concern- 
ed. He complains of various things, 
which, simmered down, means that he 
is ¢xasperated because the woman vote 
can’t be manipulated easily, and that, 
in spite of “the machine,” the women 
will vote their own sweet will. 

Wives vote with their husbands and 
they vote against them. They vote 











| ‘tickets in part or wholly opposed to the 


diseord does not prevail in Kansas. The 
wife’s vote is not a bone of contention. 
There is no visible change in domestic 
life in Kansas since women voted, un- 
less it is for the better. 

The very fact of the wife’s possession 
of the ballot brings along with it a cer- 
tain authority and dignity which men 
of any manliness are inclined to respect. 
Municipal woman suffrage is an educa- 
tor; it teaches men that wives have at 
least one right which even husbands are 
bound to respect; and it often happens 
that the wife, whose many other rights 
are trampled upon, exercises this privi- 
lege with a new sense of individual lib- 
erty. 

The class known as “bad women” 
sends a smaller representative to each 
succeeding election. In the first elec- 
tion the ‘‘abandoned women’s” vote was 
brought into service, but the experience 
of the side or the men thus supported 
was not of a sort that tended to popular- 
ize the practice. All classes of women 
are represented at the polls; every type 
of woman votes. But the large major- 
ity of women voters come from the 
ranks of thoughtful, Christian women. 
The best women of the city are the ones 
who lead the way to the polls. The ac- 
tion of the women is recognized as a 
salutary influence in city government, 
and is thoroughly respected in the State, 
and proves that woman is worthy of the 
full ballot, and will use it for the bet- 
terment of the government of the State 
as she does for the city. 





A Cause for Divorce. 

‘“‘When a man gets the idea that he is 
a lord of creation, and his wife is the 
ground that he walks on, he can’t make 
a good husband,” said a Cincinnati judge 
the other day. ‘‘It is my experience, in 
hearing proceedings for divorce, that 
the average husband considers the 
average wife only a little above his 
domestic, and that his will must be 
obeyed or she is made to suffer for it.” 
This is hardly just, says the Woman’s 
Journal, to the average husband; but it 


is true of agreat many husbands. We 
commend it to the attention 
of the Divorce Reform League, 
a. body of well-intentioned per. 


sons who have committed the mistake 
of forming an association composed a) 
men only, to analyze the causes that lead 
to divorce, and try to diminish its fre. 
quency. Among the causesthus enum: 
erated by the League, we do not remem- 
ber to have seen any mention of the hbe- 
lief in the minds of many husbands 
that they have a right to ‘“‘rule over” 
their wives. Yet this is undoubtedly 
one of the most fruitful sources of do 
mestic unhappiness. 





OuteDoor Work. 

It does not follow, writes Celia B. 
Whitehead to the New York World, 
that, because a woman works out of 
doors and has scant clothing, she ‘nust 
be more miserable than her sister, who, 
weighted with heavy skirts, does her 
work shut away from the life-giving air 
of heaven. A broom, a wash-tub, a flat- 
iron, a cook-stove, a sewing-machine 
and mill machinery are not so much less 
toilsome than the hoe, the plow and the 
cart as might be imagined from the hue 
and cry raised about women doing the 
work of men and beasts. I once hireda 
German woman who had not been long 
in this country to do washing and iron- 
ing for me. On the third week she 
brought home the clothes and said: ‘I 
can not wash and iron; it is too hard; it 
make my back too much ache; I hoe.”

Woman organists are almost taking 
precedence in Buffalo, N. Y., over the 
men of the profession, and are now em- 
ployed in some of the leading churches. 
There are at least eight women organ- 
ists holding good positions in that city. 

Tux Woman’s Press Club of New York 
City was permanently organized Decem- 
ber 1, with Mrs. J. C. Croly (Jenny 
June) as president. The idea of the 
club is to provide a social meeting-place 
for the literary and journalistic work: 
ers of the city. 

An AssociaATED Charities Organization 
has been formed in Richmond, Ind., 
composed entirely of women, for the in- 
telligent and systematic relief of the 
poor of that city. The executive board 
is composed of a representative woman 
from every church. 

At the recent Tennessee W. C. T. U. 
State Convention there was a unani- 
mous request for a franchise depart- 
ment, and the vice-president, Mrs. E. J. 
Roach, of Mackenzie, was appointed its 
superintendent. A resolution urging 
the women to “give special and consci- 
entious study to all subjects touching 
the social, ecclesiastical and political 
advancement of women’’ was passed 
without a dissenting vote. 

Ir is proposed to establish a manual 
training school for girls in Philadel- 
phia. Miss Charlotte Pendleton and 
Mrs. Alice Lippincott, from the execu. 
tive committee of the Public Education 
Association, have presented an elab- 
orate scheme for a girls’ manual train- 
ing school, based substantially upon the 
course of study in the Boys’ Manual 
Training School, with some modifica- 
tions in the line of applied domestic 
science. 

Tue Christian Women’s Exchange, of 
New Orleans, which was organized in 
1881, is a great success. It hasa com- 
modious home of its own, with sales- 
rooms. Its luncheon and dinning-rooms 
seat a hundred people. There are also 
all the necessary offices, and twenty- 
eight bed-rooms, which are rented to 
women at prices ranging from five to 
twenty-five dollars. The exchange has 
a eirculating library of about three 
thousand volumes. The receipts of the 
society have amounted to $176,639.69, of 
which $138,951.15 have been paid ts 
women.
